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CLAIMS 

What is Claimed is: 



1 . A method of providing audio/visual information comprising: 
receiving audio/visual information in a first set top box; / 

3 transmitting the audio/visual information from the firs/set top box to a hand held 

4 computing device having a memory; / 

5 storing the audio/visual information in the memorV; 

6 transmitting the audio/visual information from tl^ hand held computing device to 

7 a second set top box; / 

8 providing the audio/visual information fronyfhe second set top box to an output 

9 device. / 

1 2. The method of claim 1 whereiiythe first set top box and the second set top 

2 box are the same. / 

1 3. The method of claim 1 wlierein the step of transmitting the audio/visual 

2 information from the hand held computing device to a second set top box is performed in 

3 response to the depressing of a singlorbutton on the hand held computing device. 

1 4. The method of claim 1 wherein the audio/visual information is a video 

2 clip. / 

1 5. The methodyof claim 1 wherein the audio/visual information is an audio 

2 recording. / 

1 6. The method of claim 1 wherein the audio/visual information is an 

2 electronic version o/a book. 
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7. The method of claim 1 wherein the audio/visual informajfon is a video 

game. 

8. The method of claim 1 wherein the output device^ a television. 

9. The method of claim 1 further comprising di^laying the audio/visual 
information on the hand held computing device. 

10. The method of claim 1 wherein the audJb/visual information is received in 
the first set top box in an encrypted form, said methyu further comprising the first set top 
box decrypting the audio/visual information. 

1 1 . The method of claim 1 further o6mprising displaying a familiar graphical 
user interface for controlling the transmitting/of the audio/visual information. 

12. A system for providing auflio/visual information comprising: 
an output device configured to ^ilize audio/visual information; 
a set top box configured to: 

receive audio/visual ihformation; 

transmit the audio/Zisual information to a hand held computing device; 

receive audio/visaal information from the hand held computing device; 

provide the audio/visual information received from the hand held 
computing device to me output device; and 
the hand held commting device configured to: 

receive audio/visual information; 

store audio/visual information in memory; and 

transmit audio/visual information. 



13. Tho^system of claim 12 wherein the set top box is configured to provide 
the audio/visual information received from the hand held computing device to the output 
device when a angle button on the hand held computing device is depressed. 
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14. The system of claim 12 wherein the audio/visual information is a video 
clip. / 

15. The system of claim 12 wherein the audio/visual information is an audio 
recording. / 

16. The system of claim 12 wherein the audio// visual information is an 
electronic version of a book. ' / 

17. The system of claim 12 wherein th/ audio/visual information is a video 
game. / 

18. The system of claim 12 whes'ein the output device is a television. 

19. The system of claim 12 wherein the audio/visual information is received in 
the set top box in an encrypted form, ^aid set top box further configured to decrypt the 
audio/visual information. / 

20. The system of claftm 12 wherein the output device is further configured to 
display a familiar graphical us/r interface for controlling the transmitting of the 
audio/visual information. / 

21. An article M manufacture for utilizing audio/visual information 
comprising: / 

means for recdving audio/visual information in a first set top box; 

means for tr^smitting the audio/visual information from the first set top box to a 
hand held computing device; 

means storing the audio/visual information in a memory of the hand held 
computing devfce; 
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8 means for transmitting the audio/visual information from the hand held computing 

9 device to a second set top box; / 

10 means for second set top box to provide the audio/v/sual information received 

1 1 from the hand held computing device to an output device;/and 

12 , means for the output device to utilize the audio/wsual information. 

1 22. The article of manufacture of claim 2 1 ywherein the first set top box and the 

2 second set top box are the same. / 

1 23. The article of manufacture of claim 21 further comprising a single means 

2 of the hand held computing device, that may be depressed, said depressing activating the 

3 means for transmitting the audio/visual infommtion from the hand held computing device 

4 to a second set top box. / 

1 24. The article of manufacture of claim 21 wherein the audio/visual 

2 information is a video clip. / 

1 25. The article of manufacture of claim 21 wherein the audio/visual 

2 information is an audio recording. / 

1 26. The article of manumcture of claim 21 wherein the audio/visual 

2 information is an electronic version of a book. 

1 27. The article of mafiufacture of claim 21 wherein the audio/visual 

2 information is a video game. / 

1 28. The article off manufacture of claim 21 wherein the output device is a 

2 television. / 

1 29. The articlfe of manufacture of claim 21 wherein the audio/visual 

2 information is received/in the first set top box in an encrypted form, said article of 
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3 manufacture further comprising means for decrypting the audio/visual information in the 

4 set top box. / 

1 30. The articl^f manufacture of claim 21 further comprising means for 

2 displaying a familiar graphical user interface for controlling the transmitting of the 

3 audio/visual information.
